The build- 
ing wafl filled with ofRcos, almoft att of 
which were occupiod. The Western 
Union loft the building a few weeks 
ago and the owners of the block began 
tiie work of remodelling and strength- 
ming it. On the Seneca street side 
workmen were engaged in putting in 
plttfk new iron columns and beams 
when the walls of a Faction of the build- 
ing fell in. Iron columns were twisted 
like wiret, heavy wooden beams were 
torn to pieoea like paper, pillan of brick 
crumbled to pieces and a huge oload of 
dust arose, shutting out the wrecked 
buildi!i>?s fur soui^' moments. 

Till' immediate cause of the collapse 
of th« building is supposed to have been 
the remoTul of too many supporting 
columns before the new OOM Were 
placed in position. 

Immediately cast of the wn^rkod 
building wa.-i the barber shop of ( leorgc 
Senuart. At tlio time of the collapse 
there were several customers and 10 
workmen in Sennart's shop. The 
heavy walls of the Brown bnilding 
crashed into the alMp, bnryliig every- 
one therein. , . . .

CrR.wsON', Ky., May 22.— James Do- 
Witt yesterday paid tho penalty on the 
gallows for the murder of his wife, in 
the presence of 7,000 spectators. The 
condemned man spent a night of rest, 
retiring at 9 o'clock. He arose at 6 and 
partook of an appetizing breakfast with 
great relish. The visitors came through- 
out tho morning and he greeted uvery- 
body pleasantly and seemed to rather 
enjoy their calls. He frequently jokod 
with his guards and persons he knew in 
tho crowd. 

Promptly at 12:25 Sheriff Castlo ar- 
rived at "the lail, accompanied by 60 
deputies and policemen, and the march 
to the scaffold began. Upon arriving 
at tiie scaffold DeWitt made several re- 
marks about its appearance and then 
ascended to the platform with steady 
step. Tho prisoner doclluod to say any- 
thing. At 18:86 the noose was flsed 
and the drop sprang. At Ms41 the poise 
ceased to beat. _ , „ 

Sheriff Jnle Plummor of Oampbrll 
coimty accompanied by Detectives Mc- 
Oermott and Crim of Cincinnati were 
the guests of Sheriff Oastle and wit- 
nessed the hanging. Sheriff Plummer 
made a thocoo^ ewnnination oi the 
BoaCold and trap and took in all the 
pointSb 

The oiiaw for which James DeWitt 
was hanged was fte brutal murd«r of 
his wife, whom he strangled to death in 
the woods six milee South of Qrajson 
lost November. DeWitt had not been 
getting along with his wife. At the 
time of the crime he had been separated 
from her for some months and a suit 
was pending for divorce. He went to 
the homo of his wife's parents, where 
she was living, and askedher to take a 
walk with him and see if they could 
not fix things up. As they pused 
through an adjacent woodland they 
quarreled and DoWltt deliberately 
strangled his wife to death, crushed her 
skull with a club and dragged the body 
to a ravine, where it was found about 
10 days later by a searching party. 

DeWitt was a member of this search 
ing party and his actions upon ap 
hiiiK the place where the body lay 
l aused him to be suspected. The guilty 
wretch tremlilod convulsively and 
claimed to bo having a chill. He was 
arrested and placed in jail, but was hur- 
ried awav to Catlcttsburg to avoid a 
iiioh which hacl formed to Ivnch him. 
DeWitt afterward confessed that a man 
named Wirt Rose hud killed Mrs. De- 
Witt upon payniont of a |d bill. Rose 
I)rove(t a coiuplete alibi and later, at his 
own trial, DeWitt made another con- 
frision admitting his guilt. He seemed 
anxious to expiate his terrible crime, 
thanked the judge when, after the 
jury's verdict of death, he was sen- 
tenced, and seemed altogether pleased. 

Of late, howevt r, he had ceased to 
regard his approaching fate with mani- 
festations of dehglit :tiid earnestly 
hoped for executive clenietiey. The ex- 
ecution has been a topic for several days 
in this part of the state and it is tho 
general opinion that DeWitt suflferod a 
fate he richly merited. DeWitt made a 
full confesfion of his crime, the paper 
Ming attested byt^** witnesses.

ator. Nearly 7U0 commissioners, half 
ministers and half elder.s, occupied 
Beats on the floor of tho auditorium and 
08 many more ladies and visitors were 
crowded npon the floor of theandito- 

Upon the platform were seated those 
who w( re to assist the moderator Jsev. 
Dr. Robert Russell Booth of New York, 
in the services, and in the rear of the 
pulpit wuj the choir, greatly augmented 
from the local choirs for this occasion. 

The sei-vice, according to the book of 
discipline of the Presbyterian church, 
began promptly at 11 o'clock. Dr. 
Booth's sermon occupiod more than an 
hour in the delivery. 

The first important business trans- 
acted was the election of a moderator. 
Dr Francis C. Monfort of Cincinnati, 
editor of The Herald and Presbyter was 
nominated by Dr. Thomas H. Clelland 
of Duliith and was seconded by Colonel 
Alexander Ketcham of New York. Tho 
name of Dr. David K. Breed of Pitts- 
burg was presented ly Kev. William 
H Hubbard of Aulurp. N. Y.. and 
seconded bv Hon. S. J. H. McMillan of 
St. Paul. Dr. .b 'hn K. Davi. s of New 
York made a strong speech in the in- 
terest of John L. Winthrow of ChiciKo 
and was seconded by Dr. William P. 
Kane of Bloouiinpton, lud.. and Dr. V. 
D. lieed of Philadelphia. The re>ult of 
the b.illot was Winthrow, ^1."); Breed, 
lti:l, and Monfort, H4. The election 
was then made unanimous.

the members of his family injured by 
their house being blown down on them.

The storm eame up from the south 
lud traveled north, while it collided 
with another storm coming from the 
west.

County JuJge Williams, ot Franklin 
County, rendere^l a decision thia week 
that will reiult in over 200 convicts be- 
ing released from the Kentucky peniten- 
tiaries. 

The question decided woa as to whether 
the law paaaed in March, 1893, increasinx 
the " j,'ooJ time " of convicts from live to 
seven days per month, applied to prison- 
era then aervlng, or only to prisonera who 
were incarcerated after the law went into 
elfect. 

M. M. Britton, aent up from Pnlaski 

County for malirioiia ciittinj;, put on the 
stripea eighteen days before the seven- 
day law became effective. He counted 
up and told the Warden he ouRht to 
have been released May 17th. The War- 
den told him he had aeventy^flve daya 
more to serve, as he was only entitled to 
five days per month under the opinion of 
the Attorney General. 

Britton aent for attorneys who insti- 
tated habeas corpus procecdinjjs at once 
and knocked Attorney (ieueral Taylor 
out in a jid'y, aa Judge Williams decided 
that Britton was entitled to seven days' 

"good tinio" jicr iiiontli, and that his 
time was now out. There can be no ap- 
peal from a decision in a habeaa corpus 
case, hence the decision is final. 

There are over 1*00 convicts iu the 
prison who are entitled to release at once 
iimler thi? decision, as many of their 
terms wouM Iiavo been out some weeks 
a^o had they been given credit for aeven 
days instead of live. 

Warden Nell was anxious to have the 
law construed as it was, and will release 
all those entitled to it without further 
proceedinp.
